the same diameter at the splice. A 
long splice in a three-strand rope will 
be composed of not more than four 
strands at any one point, and the 
length of the union is very much 
greater than In the short splice. To 
make a long splice count off sixteen 
turns from the ends to be spliced and 
mark by tying with a strong twine. 
Unlay the rope ends down to the 
point of tying and force the ends to- 
gether to begin the splice. Develop 
it further by unlaying one strand 
from each rope end and filling in with 
one of the loose strands. This-accom- 
plished, three of the loose strands 
will be much shorter than formerly, 
and the ends can be woven into the 
rope as with the short splice and the 
union developed. The strand ends 
ean then be cut off and tucked in out 
‘of the way, leaving a long smooth 
splice, 

The Side Splice. 

The side splice is frequently useful 
where it is desired to join two ropes 
of the same or different sizes. [t is 
extensively used in halter making. 
This splice should always be made 
so that tne pull is tn the same direc- 
tion as the spliced in rope strands. 
Rope Halters. 

Rope halters of various trpes and 
sizes can be easily made by auy handy 
farm boy. The rope halter has the 
advantage of greater strength over 
halters made from leather or cotton 
web. The cost of the home-mace 
rope halter is very low—the purchase 
eost of the rope-—if the work of mak- 
ing is done on wet or stormy days.—

In his closing remarks, Mr. Herity 
read a clipping from an English 
paper, stating conditions as they are 
today. This article referred not to 
the present depression as thought by 
all those present, but to a former one. 

The article pictured conditions as 
dark or more deplorable than they are 
today, but this depression came to an 
end, and in the speaker's opinion, so 
will the present one.

The men work eight hours per day, 
for which they receive $2.40. They 
pay 80c per day for board. All that 
is required from each man is steady 
work.

The results to date cn the lime 
phosphate cxpsriments are very in- 
teresting and show that without 
doubt lime may be applied with profit 
for clover and that acid phosphate 
may be used with profit on wheat.—

tural College. 


Salting Tests. 
There is some diffrence of opinion 


|as to whether salt is, or is not, a 


butter preservative. Tests were made 
at the O. A.C. Dairy Department 
comparing butters made from the 
game cream, pasteurized, to one lot 
of which no salt was added, in other 
lots thé salt content was .946, 1.69 
and 2.9 per cent. The lots of butter 
were held in cold storage in 14- 
pound boxes for six months at tem- 
perature of 12°F. It was scored by 
the Provincial. Butter Grader at the 
end of 1, 3 and 6 months periods. 
The lots having no salt averaged 
higher in flavor sccre when fresh and 
were practically the same at the end 
of 1, 3 and 6 months, and a little 
higher with orfe exception than the 
salted lots throughout the holding 
period. In these tests salt appagently } 
tad no preservative effect on the but- 
ter. High salting no doubt injures 
the quality of butter when fresli and 
is no advantage when it is to kept in 
cold storage. Most Canadian mar- 
kets require some salt in butter, but 
the demand ts for less salt than for- 
merly. At no time should butter con- 
tain over 2.5 per cent. of salt.

Dalry Notes. 

Milk is such a perishable food that 
measures should be taken to preserve 
it in good condition for at least 36 
to 48 hours after it is drawn trom 
the cow.. Pasteurization, which in- 
cludes cooling and holding at a rea- 
sofiably low temperature, preferably 
below 60° F. are the two things ne- 
cessary and practicable at reasonabie 
cost. Where milk is held at 60° to 
70° F., which is ordinary house tem- 
perature, the Dealers’ raw milk will 
not remain sweet for more than 12 
hours, whereas if pasteurized it will 
likely be quite fit for table use up 
to 24 or 30 hours holding. If kept 
at 50° F. the pasteurized milk will 
remain in good condition for 48 hours 
or longer.—Prof. H. H. Dean, Dauy 
Dept., O. A. College. 


Buttermilk. 


The lactic acid organisms in but- 
termilk make it a very valuable food. 
Not eo much is it valued for. the 
enegy value that it contains, but for 
its ability in fighting and destroying 
the bacteria of decomposition in the 
alimentary canal. 

Poultry fatteners feed buttermilk 
with the purpose of getting quicker

‘after being placed on the market, 
‘indicating that the bacteria of de- 
composition had been eliminated or 
at leas. neld in check.

NOT TALKING STRAIGHT 


The Best Hatches Are Generally Due 
to the Vitamines In Grass, *Cab- 
bage, Sprouted Oats, Etc. 


The oldstime poultry man knew 
that it was necessary for the breeding 
birds to get outdoors during the 
hatching egg production season, if 
the results were to be really7 favor- 
able. Why the outdoor life made the 
difference he did not know, but we 
have learned since that the outdoor 
life had little to do with the hatch- 
ability of the eggs. The success was 
due to what the hen ate while free 
outdoors. Green grass and clover. 
cabbage, lettuce, kale, sprouted oats 
Carry the fat soluble Vitamine D, 
which is essential for fertility and 
hatchability of the egg and the uti- 
lization in the body of phosphates of 
lime, so essential in bones. The fat 
soluble Vitamine A is aiso present 
in all green feeds, and to a lesser 
extent in turnips, mangels, and rut- 
abagas. The use of green feed in 
some form is absolutely essential if 
the hatechability of the egg and the 
vigor of the chick is to reach a high 
standard. Many poor hatches in late 
winter and early spring are due to 
the breeding stock not receiving the 
vitamine carrying green feeds. Sprout 
oats and let them grow four inches 
high before feeding. Stock the feed 
sturage cellar or pits with turnips, 
mangels and cabbage, and let the 
preeding stock have all such green 
feed as they care to consume.—L. 
3tevenson, Director of Extension, 
Oo. A. C., Guelph.

“I have seen a herd of ninety hogs 
affected with the disease,” said Dr. 
Bruce, “and 60 per cent. of the cattle 
on a single ranch have been wiped 
out by it. If the truth were known, 
hemorrhagic septicaemia may have 
done more than Indian or white to 
reduce the numbers of native buffalo. 
We find that the buffalo falls an 
casy prey to it in modern days.”

Moreover, tomatoes are a peculiarly 
Canadian product, cheap and plenti- 
ful. The popularity of orange juice,

SEASONAL FEED COST 


The feed cost of producing milk 
during different seasons of the year 
has received considerable. study at 
the Dominion Experimental Farm, 
Nappan, N.S. In this article the 
data presented are based on the feed 
cost alone. Under average conditions 
this is equal to approximately sixty 
per cent. of the total cost. 

During the seven-year period, 1924 
| to 1930 inclusive, the average cost 
per 100 pounds of milk from the 
Guernsey herd was $1.80 during the 
stabling season, November to Mcy, 
and $1.25 from June to October, the 
pasturing season. In 1930 the costs 
were $1.62 and 97 cents respectively. 
From November, 1930 to May, 1931, 
the cost was $1.41, while in June it 
was 52 cents. The reduction in cost 
the past two years has been due to 
increased production, together with 
lower feed costs.
